It should be out duty to 
assist in every proper way to build u;

thus realizing the best aspirations o 
the Cuban people. Spanish rule must 
bo replaced by a just, benevolent am' 
hnirmue government, created by tin 
people of Cuba, capable of performing

I always used a small 
rifle, and It was therefore necessary 
to hit the dogn B(|iiftre in the brain In 
order to kill them quickly and with as 
littlo pain as possible. I would have to 
whistle to tho prisoners to look at me 
so I could get n fair aim. Well, they 
would understand what 1 wanted so 
well tlmt they would turn and hang 
tboir hoods against tho wall. Many n 
time have T left the pen sick at lictirt 
with myself and my job. 


"The "moat disagreeable, experience 1 


over bad was with a little black and 
tan terrier. There were 45 dogs in the 
pen one morning when I went in, and 
halt an hour later not one was ou his 
feet. It was customary for us to po 
about and kick the iloga aftor they 
had bcon shot to see if they were dead, 
and I was doing this when tho little 
terrier jumped up and made a brcnk 
tor liberty. 1I« had been 'possumliigV 
ami ho was the doarlofit-lookinf,' flog I 
over saw until 1 kicked him.
